WASHINGTON U t-Congress ap 
pears to be in a mood to rn aile 
concessions to Ohio farm ers com ­ 
plaining 
a b o u t restrictions on 
w heat grown for farm use only. 
For years, several Ohio 
con­ 
gressmen 
have 
been 
plugging 
for legislation that would let a 
farmer grow all the wheat 
he 
wants so long as he uses it for 
feed or seed on his farm. 
F arm ers can’t do that now with­ 
out running into trouble with the 
A griculture 
D epartm ent. 
If 
a 
farm er 
puts 
over 
15 
acres 
in 
w heat, he is subject 
to 
govern­ 
m ent controls. 
Several hundred 
Ohio 
farm ers 
who refused to subm it to 
penal­ 
ties for growing too much 
wheat 
have 
been 
taken 
into 
Federal 
Court and fined.

NOW THERE is a good chance 
th a t before Congress goes 
home 
a law will be enacted 
to give

WAGON MAKERS 
When farm wagons were in their 
heyday there were numerous wa­ 
gon, carriage and buggy makers 
in Fayette County, some located in 
Washington C. H. and others in the 
neighboring villages. 
One of the best known wagon, 
carriage and buggy shops in the 
county, where there was a steady 
demand for ail the vehicles that 
could be produced, was located at 
West Lancaster. 
It was first owred by Thomas 
Rankin, who not only operated the 
shop but i Iso a general store in 
that village from 1856 to 1873. The 
factory was operated principally by 
his son, Leander, who later was a 
prominent Fayette County attorney 
and father of the late Judge H. M. 
Rankin and Mrs. W. B. Kitchen. 
Dills History of Fayette County 
refers to Leander Rankin as “a 
natural mechanic, blacksmith, wa­ 
gon maker, paintei, and carriage 
trimmer. In tact he is a natural 
genius who never served an ap­ 
prenticeship at any trade and does 
all the business that the capacity 


of the shop will permit”. 
Checking into ihe former busi­ 
ness I found that David Brown 
who has a number of descendants 
in Fayette County, was also in 
charge of the wagon shop for 
years, presumably after Leander 
Rankin had become an attorney. 
Brown was skilled in all phases 
of wagon, carriage and buggy- 
making, and it is recalled that he 
always painted the wheels red, 
and that residents of that com­ 
munity would buy no other make 
of conveyance. 
Brown was still in the business 
as late as 60 years ago, and it is

SPRINGfFLED — “ I am

Grain Bins 
Should Be 
Cleaned Now 


COLUMBUS,— It’s time to clean 
grain bins and get them ready for 
the new wheat crop, advises D. 
Lyle Golcman, 
Ohio State 
Uni­ 
versity ext e n s o n entomologist 
Clean bins are doubly important 
this year, he points out, since the 
federal government has tightened 
its grade 
and sanitation 
regula­ 
tions. 
The entomologist suggests farm ­ 
e r sweep bin ceilings, walls and 
floors, clearing away all cobwebs 
and left-over grain. These sweep­ 
ings should be burned in order to 
destroy any weevils which may be 
in the gram. 
Coleman 
recommends 
farmers 
spray the ceilings, walls and floors 
of bins with a residual insecticide, 
using two quarts of 25 per cent 
methoxychlor emulsion in five gal­ 
lons of water. 
Cracks and crevices should be 
soaked with the insecticide, he says, 
to kill weevils which may be har­ 
boring there. He suggests bins be 
sprayed .several days before the 
new grain is stored. This will al­ 
low time for weevils to come in 
contact with the insecticide as they 
move about, and also permit the 
bins to dry thoroughly.

In Balanced 


Reducing Diets 


COLUMBUS - Urban famil i e a 
spend only 14 per cent of their food 
dollar for milk and milk products, 
yet get nearly a quarter of their 
daily protein from these foods, ac­ 
cording to a recent U. S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture survey. 
This fact indicates, says M i s s 
Irene Netz. Ohio State University 
extension tood and nutrition spe­ 
cialist, that milk is an economical 
food for high quality protein. The 
nutritionist reminds weight-watch- 
ers that although milk contains gen­ 
erous amounts of protein, calcium 
and other needed nutrients, its cal­ 
ories count is moderate. 
A cup of whole milk, she says, 
contains about 165 calories, s k i m 
milk and buttermilk about half that 
many. When fat is removed from 
milk, she explains, 
most of the 
j Vitamin A goes with it.

Lack of Conformity 
Main Disadvantage, 
Magazine Story Says 


Since an estim ated 85 to 90 per 
cent of hogs 
reaching principal 
m arkfts are crossbreds, it’s no 
L nger a question of whether a 
farm er is going to produce cross­ 
breds but rather how he can do 
it to get the greatest benefits. 
Results of three years of Iowa 
State College tests indicate you 
can reap extra civid e n d s b y 
launching a system atic program 
of crossbreeding, says a t article 
in the July issue of Successful 
Farm ing magazine. 
The experim ents showed these 
crossbred advantages: 6.6 per cent 
advantage in survival rate, 8.9 per 
cent in growth rate, and 2 per 
cent in feed efficiency. The cross­ 
breds were interm ediate between 
the

breeds in 
carcass 
quality and m eatiness. 
Main disadvartage, the article 
says, of l crossbreeding program 
is the lack of conformity that can 
occur for some qualities in second 
and later crosses. This, however, 
is usually offset

vantages gained in an intelligent 
program .

Clark County Farmer 


SPRINGIFLED — “ I am now 
making good use of some rough 
land, thanks to con'our strip crop­ 
ping,” said Lynn Shuey, C l a r k 
County dairy farm er. 
“ I had more grassland than I 
needed but did no' want to crop 
this land ir the conventional way, 
since I know from experience it 
would wash aw’ay.”

Rye Grass Seeded in Corn Under Conservation Program 


Grain Bins 
Should Be 
Cleaned Now 


COLUMBUS,— It’s tim e to clean 
grain bins and get them ready for 
the new wheat crop, advises D. 
Lyle Goleman, 
Ohio 
State 
Uni­ 
versity ext e n s o n entomologist 
Clean bins are doubly important 
this year, he points out, since the 
federal government has tightened 
its grade and sanitation regula­ 
tions. 
The entomologist suggests farm ­ 
ers sweep bin ceilings, walls and 
floors, clearing away all cobwebs 
and. left-over grain. These sweep­ 
ings should be burned in order to 
destroy any weevils which may be 
in the grain. 
Goleman recommends farm ers 
spray the ceilings, ivalls and floors 
of bins with a residual insecticide, 
using two quarts of 25 'per cent 
methoxychlor emulsion in five gal­ 
lons of water. 
Cracks and crevices should be 
soaked with the insecticide, he says, 
to kill weevils which may be har­ 
boring there. He suggests bins be 
sprayed several days before the 
new grain is stored. This will al­ 
low time for weevils to' come in 
contact with the insecticide as they 
move about, and also perm it the 
bins to dry thoroughly. 


EATON - On 
the Wilbur H. 
Christman farm , tenanted by Ger­ 
ald Horner, rye grass has been 
successfully seeded in corn for the 
past five years, reports Tom Hay­ 
nes, of the U. S, Soil Conservation 
Service assigned to the Preble Soil 
Conservation district. 
The conservation plan develop­ 
ed for this farm includes a five- 
year rotation of two years of le­ 
gume grass meadow, a year of 
sm all grain, and two years of 
corn. In order to avoid having a 
cornstalk field lay bare all win­ 
ter, a cover and green manure 
crop of rye grass is seeded in 
the first year corn at the time 
of the last cultivation. 
One of the reasons, for their suc­ 


cess, according to Christman, is 
sowing the seed as soon as possible 
after cultivation. This is accom­ 
plished by cultivating with a pair 
of two-row tractors, one of which is 
equipped with a power b r o a d- 
cast seeder.

AS SOON as one tractor cultivat­ 
es four rows the seeder tractor 
cultivates the middle two rows and 
sows seed on 
six 
rows 
at 
the 
same time. 'This system reduces to 
a minimum the tim e interval be­ 
tween cultivating and sowing seed. 
Getting the seed on before the soil 
stops shifting is very im portant 
especially in dry weather. 
"'W ith 
four-row 
cultivators 
the 
seeder can be set to sow four rows 


and operate continuously. 
Twenty pounds ci seed per acre 
is recommended for *. broadcast 
seeding in standing corn The corn 
should be about 18 inches high when 
the seeding is made. 
There may be v yield reduo 
tion. due' to moisturt competitions, 
if the corn is too small when the 
seeding is m ade; on the other 
hand, if the corn is too tall, the 
seeding may fail due to lack of 
tight. 
In some northwestern Ohio ex­ 
perim ents, 
Kentucky 
31 Fescue 
and Field Brome grass have given 


excellent results. Field Brome seed 
is not yet generally available.

COLUMBUS — Urban famil i e s 
spend only 14 per cent of their food 
dollar for milk and milk products, 
yet, get nearly a quarter of their 
daily protein from ihese foods, ac­ 
cording to a recent U. S. D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture survey. 
This fact indicates, says M i s s 
Irene Netz. Ohio State University 
extension tood and nutrition spe­ 
cialist, that milk is an economical 
food for high quality protein. The 
nutritionist reminds weight-watch* 
ers that although milk contains gen­ 
erous amounts of protein, calcium 
and other needed nutrients, its cal­ 
ories count is moderate. 
A cup of whole milk, she says, 
contains about. 165 calories, s k ir n 
milk and buttermilk about half that 
many. When fat is removed from 
milk, she explains, most of the 
Vitamin A goes with it.

Our Fight for Improving Health Conditions 


Laff-A-D ay 


Precautions for protection of p u b l i c 
health in every community is one thing 
which Fayette County and most every lo­ 
cality favors by a big majority. 
There are people who say that this is be­ 
ing overdone. However, since our whole 
country has become convinced that such 
measures are for our best interests and 
have proven their worth, those who do not 
back such an attitude are in a com para­ 
tively small minority. 
It has been said that if an outside ob­ 
server who was a stranger to the United 
States should unexpectedly visit us he 
might conclude that we are either all sick 
or threatened with becoming so because 
of our manner of seeking to find means of 
combating possible illnesses and deter­ 
mining to scientifically investigate bacter­ 
ia, germs and microbes before they attack 
us and bring wholesale death. 
The results of this course of action, how­ 
ever, have been proven to be well worth 
the effort. One has only to view the great 
advances in medical procedure and in 
health safety measures to note how human 
life has been lengthened and many dread 
diseases have been overcome. Our acci­ 
dent rate continues as a big problem but 
even this is improving due to public safe­ 
ty education. 
The American people have responded 
quite well in the raising of public funds to 
fight disease, in heeding advice for fre­ 
quent check - ups and in insisting that 
various health hazards in communities be 
removed. 
This is not done in all countries a n d 
people W’ho visit such lands and see what 
is happening are quick to approve our at­ 
titude in this nation. 
The various campaigns, the contribu­ 
tions to this and that disease - fighting 


fund are paying off. E^specially successful 
has been the fight against communicable 
discases. E^or example, the three leading 
group causes of death in 1900 were of a 
communicable nature— pneumonia and 
influenza, tuberculosis, and diarrhea and 
enteritis. These diseases then were ac­ 
counting for 500 deaths per 100,000 popu­ 
lation, nearly a third of all deaths in the 
United States in 1900. By last year the 
mortality rate among them had dwindled 
about 90 per cent— 40 per 100,000 or less 
than one - twentieth of all deaths. 
Good health and its attendant longevity 
are having noted effect in reducing t h e 
number of orphans. As recent as a genera­ 
tion ago, 16 per cent of all American chil­ 
dren had lost one or both parents by the 
time they reacjied 16. Today the figure is 
less than five per cent. 
It is evident we are making progress. 
But we stfll aren’t “on top.” We still are 
fighting pneumonia, influenza, tuberculos­ 
is, polio, cancer, heart disease and many 
others. Powerful drugs are making in­ 
roads against disease that a few years ago 
snatched life from our ancestors at a very 
early age. 
What we have learned by our progres­ 
sive health steps, even in the last genera­ 
tion or two, give bright promise for our 
future, especially if we back the labora­ 
tories, the scientists and others who a r e 
looking ahead as to health conditions, even 
though there are at times disagreements 
that have to be resolved. 
The more we approve reasonable funds 
for community health across our country, 
the more we contribute to well approv e d 
methods, means that most of us will enjoy 
more years of life to continue such a poli­ 


cy - 


The Tale of President Grant 


One of the joyi of these days 
is a m agazine, “ American H eri­ 
tag e” , which contains, issue after 
issue, excellent historical articles, 
delightfully w ritten and illustrat­ 
ed. 
In the April issue, I have been 
reading an article about P resi­ 
dent Ulysses S. G rant, who won 
the CivU W ar and who, when el- 
fcted to the presidency, probably 
produced the sorriest adm inis­ 
tration in all the 34 we have had 
Our Constitution m akes 
Con- 
g re si the center of power, but it 
does not prevent the 
President 
from developing his own author­ 
ity until he may be the 
most 
powerful autocrat in the world. 
Few presidents have felt them- 
•elves called upon to seek to do- 
Dunate the Congress so com plete­ 
ly that it becam e merely a bo<ly 
•f registration, a “ rubber stam p ,” 
•8 the popular phrase has i>een 
On the other hand, there have 
been presidents who not only ex 
panded their own powers as far 
as possible, f^t also em ployed 
popular discontent or apathy to 
gain power over Congress or even 
to exercise some hidden m easure 
of control over the S u p r e m e 
Court. 


W henever the division of power 
bas not been rigidly respected, 
tile governm ent either becom es 
corrupt or the liberties of the 
people were encroached upon. 
Ulysses S. Grant never ceased 
to be an arm y man, loyal to his 
aubordinates but expecting to Im- 
saluted and obeyed. He set up a 
general staff in the office of the 
White House and his chief-of-staff, 
Gen. Orville E Babcock, was al­ 
ways on hand, and always inter 
cening lx*»ween the President and 
anyone who had business with 
bim . 
C. Vann Woodward, the author 
of the article on President G rant, 
to which I refer, describes Bab­ 
cock as follows 
“ . . .A subtle and unscrupulous 
Iago, Babcock shrewdly im plant­ 
ed suspicions of his bi'tters in the 
p re sident’s mind, plotted their 
downfall, and sought to replace 
them with pliant tools of his own. 
He succeed* d in these tactics re­ 
peatedly and thereby gained In­ 
direct control of whole depart 
■lent of the governm ent. Once 
a prejudice or a plan was firm ly 
im planteo in G rant’s mind, he 
would clmp to it with 
all 
the 
tenacity 
that had 
toppled 
the 
•trnngholds of the Confederacy 
Babcocl was at once the leader 
of the political gang-ters and the 
stum bling block in the 
way 
of 
the talent and ah.lity that m ight 
have saved the Pn-sident. G rant's 
unshakable confidence in his be­ 
tra y e r was pathetic and all but 
^ cred ib le ’ 
Ib is IS the course of undcTmo- 
craUc history. Whenever one who 
governs believes that he rules and 


.sets up a court of personal friends 
and cnm ies who bear no respon­ 
sibilities to the 
people, either 
through elective or appointive of­ 
fice, b . im perils our syst«m (rf 
governm ent. 
G rant nearly wrecked our gov­ 
ernm ent and our economy. He 
had an inordinate respect for men 
of wealth, men whose greatest 
virtue was a total unscrupulous­ 
ness in the accum ulation of mon 
cy. 
Money-successful men do not 
always possess a sense of public 
m orals or even great ability, par­ 
ticularly those who accum ulate 
their wealth by speculation with­ 
out any constructive enterprise. 
Such men crften are a by-prixluct 
of the efforts of abler and more 
valuable citizens who are really 
building the coui.try. 
Also some of them lay in wait 
like Panthers 
steal the products 
of other m en’s labor by m arket 
m anipulations. S u c h men a r e 
really ♦hieves, although the fact 
that they deal in millions rather 
than pennies somehow gives them 
an air of respectability. 


G rant knew very little or no­ 
thing of the law or of constitu­ 
tional principles. He had lo b<* led 
into the mazes of adm inistration 
and it all depended upon who did 
the leading 
Generally sjx aking, 
Grant liked tough guys, people 
who did not argue or debate but 
who pleased him by agreeing with 
hLs notions which were often rid­ 
iculous. 
.\everlheles>, he was i’resident 
of the United .States and as such 
pos>f,sxed great authority and pre­ 
stige Hight from the start of his 
adm inistration, Grant should have

A NEW long-acting sulfa drug, 
a new type laxative and an anti­ 
convulsant of value in treating 
certain types of epilep.sy are a- 
mong the m edical advances I 
would like to tell about in this 
m onth’s report. 
The new sulfa drug is sulfa- 
m ethoxypyridazine. But let’s be 
practical and call it by its trade 
nam e, Kynex. 
The m ajor advantages of the 
drug are its greater solubility and 
slower rate of excretion. These 
qualities enable reduction of the 
75 per cent when com pared with 
many of the aulfa drugs norm ally 
used. 


Effective Treatm ent 


Kynex is reported effective in 
the treatm ent of genito urinary 
infections, dysentery, respiratory 
infections and rhuem atic fever. 
There has been one case where 
the drug reportedly helped to cure 
a patient of pneumonia whi c b 
had been caused by organism s 
found resistant to ail availab J e 
antibioUcR. 
Let’i also use the trade nam e 
of the new laxative. DorbantyL 
It is a com bination 
of 
dioctyl 
sodium 
sulfosuccinate and 
1.8- 
dihydroxyanthraquinone. Doctors 
report that it achieves e a s i e r 
bowel evacuation, produces no 
noticeable evidence of aensitivity 
or toxicity and does not seem to 
re.sult in accum ulative action or 
habituation. 


Incidentally, develop rn e n t of 
this laxative was actually started 
because of a p iclu r”* appearing on 
the cover of a national magazine. 
The photo showed a duck sinking 
in w ater m ade “ w etter” by add­ 
ition of a synthetic agent. 
Re.searchers at the University 
of Michigan experim ented and 
found that the agent’s wetting act­ 
ion resulted in a softening and 
hulking of hard fecal m asses by 
promoting penetration and reten­ 
tion of fluids within the lumen 
of the bowel.

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Our Fight for Improving Health Conditions 
Precautions for protection of p u b l i c 
health in every community is one thing 
which Fayette County and most every lo­ 
cality favors by a big majority. 
There are people who say that this is be­ 
ing overdone. However, since our whole 
country has become convinced that such 
measures are for our best interests and 
have proven their worth, those who do not 
back such an attitude are in a compara­ 
tively small minority. 
It has been said that if an outside ob­ 
server who was a stranger to the United 
States should unexpectedly visit us he 
might conclude that we are either all sick 
or threatened with becoming so because 
of our manner of seeking to find means of 
combating possible illnesses and deter­ 
mining to scientifically investigate bacter­ 
ia, germs and microbes before they attack 
us and bring wholesale death. 
The results of this course of action, how- 
ever, have been proven to be well worth 
the effort. One has only to view the great 
advances in medical procedure and in 
health safety measures to note how human 
life has been lengthened and many dread 
diseases have been overcome. Our acci­ 
dent rate continues as a big problem but 
even this is improving due to public safe­ 
ty education. 
The American people have responded 
quite well in the raising of public funds to 
fight disease, in heeding advice for fre­ 
quent check - ups and in insisting that 
various health hazards in communities be 
removed. 
This is not done in all countries a n d 
people who visit such lands and see what 
is happening are quick to approve our at­ 
titude in this nation. 
The various campaigns, the contribu­ 
tions to this and that disease - fighting 


fund are paying off. Especially successful 
has been the fight against communicable 
diseases. For example, the three leading 
group causes of death in 1900 were of a 
communicable nature— pneumonia and 
influenza, tuberculosis, and diarrhea and 
enteritis. These diseases then were ac­ 
counting for 500' deaths per 100,000 popu­ 
lation, nearly a third of all deaths in the 
United States in 1900. By last year the 
mortality rate among them had dwindled 
about 90 per cent— 40 per 100,000 or less 
than one - twentieth of all deaths. 
Good health and its attendant longevity 
are having noted effect in reducing t h e 
number of orphans. As recen* as a genera­ 
tion ago, 16 per cent of all American chil­ 
dren had lost one or both parents by the 
time they reacjied 16. Today the figure is 
less than five per cent. 
It is evident we are making progress. 
But we still aren’t “on top.” We still are 
fighting pneumonia, influenza, tuberculos­ 
is, polio, cancer, heart disease and many 
others. Powerful drugs are making in­ 
roads against disease that a few years ago 
snatched life from our ancestors at a very 
early age. 
What we have learned by our progres­ 
sive health steps, even in the last genera­ 
tion or two, give bright promise for our 
future, especially if we back the labora­ 
tories, the scientists and others who a r e 
looking ahead as to health conditions, even 
though there are at times disagreements 
that have to be resolved. 
The more we approve reasonable funds 
for community health across our country, 
the more we contribute to well approv e d 
methods, means that most of us will enjoy 
more years of life to continue such a poli­ 
cy.

The Tale of President Grant 
One of the joys of these days 
is a magazine, “American Heri­ 
tage”, which contains, issue after 
issue, excellent historical articles, 
delightfully written and illustrat­ 
ed. 
In the April issue, I have been 
reading an article about Presi­ 
dent Ulysses S. Grant, who won 
the Civil War and who, when el­ 
ected to the presidency, probably 
produced the sorriest adminis­ 
tration in all the 34 we have had. 
Our Constitution makes Con­ 
gress the center of power, but it 
does not prevent the President 
from developing his own author­ 
ity until he may be the most 
powerful autocrat in the world.

Whenever the division of power 
lias not been rigidly respected, 
the government either becomes 
corrupt or the liberties of the 
people were encroached upon. 
Ulysses S. Grant never ceased 
to be an army man, loyal to his 
subordinates but expecting to be 
•aluted and obeyed. He set up a 
general staff in the office of the 
White House and his chief-of-staff, 
Gen. Orville E. Babcock, was al­ 
ways on hand, and always inter­ 
vening be» ween the President and 
anyone who had business with 
him.C. Vann Woodward, the author 
of the article on President Grant, 
to which I refer, describes Bab­ 
cock as follows. 
“. . .A subtle and unscrupulous 
lago, Babcock shrewdly implant­ 
ed suspicions of his betters in the 
President’s mind, plotted their 
downfall, and sought to replace 
them with pliant tools of his own. 
He succeeded in these tactics re­ 
peatedly and thereby gained in­ 
direct control of whole depart­ 
ment of the government. Once 
• prejudice or a plan was firmly 
implanted in Grant’s mind, he 
would cling to it with all the 
tenacity that had toppled the 
strongholds of the Confederacy. 
Babcock was at once the leader 
of the political gangsters and the 
•tumbling block in the way of 
the talent and ability that might 
have saved the President. Grant’s 
unshakable confidence in his be­ 
trayer was pathetic and all but 
'incredible.'”' 
This is the course of undem o­ 
cratic history. W he never one who 
governs believes 'that he rules and 
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sets up a court of personal friends 
and cronies who bear no respon­ 
sibilities to the people, either 
through elective or appointive of­ 
fice. Iv imperils our system of 
government. 
Grant nearly wrecked our gov­ 
ernment and our economy. He 
had an inordinate respect for men 
of wealth, men whose greatest 
virtue was a total unscrupulous­ 
ness in the accumulation of mon- 
ey. 
Money-successful men do not 
always possess a sense of public 
morals or even great ability, par­ 
ticularly those who accumulate 
their wealth by speculation with­ 
out any constructive enterprise. 
Such men often are a by-product 
of the efforts of abler and more 
valuable citizens who are really 
building the country. 
Also some of them lay in wait 
like Panthers to steal the products 
of 'Other men’s labor by market 
manipulations. S u c h men a r e . 
really thieves, although the fact 
that they deal in millions rather 
than pennies somehow gives them 
an air of respectability. 
Grant knew very little or no-' 
thing of the law or of constitu­ 
tional principles. He had to be led 
into the mazes of administration 
and It all depended upon who did 
the leading. Generally speaking, 
Grant liked tough guys, people 
who did not argue or debate but 
who pleased him by agreeing with 
his notions which were often rid­ 
iculous.

Following Murrow's interview 
held at Tito’s summer home, 
there will be a live panel discus­ 
sion of Tito’s remarks in an at­ 
tempt to set them, in the perspec­ 
tive of international tensions. The 
special '90-minute telecast will be 
rebroadcast by CBS Radio at 9:30 
p.m. EDT. 
There was criticism of CBS for 
not having an immediate com­ 
mentary a f t e r the celebrated 
Khrushchev interview The idea 
of a quick panel is interesting also 
in the light of suggestions that this 
country and Russia exchange T 
V programs. 
This development in television 
journalism lends special interest 
to an interview with Murrow ap­ 
pearing next week in the July is­ 
sue of Television magazine, a 
trade publication, in which he 
says it’s time for American ad­ 
vertisers and broadcasters to take 
stock. 
“It might be helpful if those 
who control television and radio 
would sit still for a. bit and at­ 
tempt to discover what it is they 
care about,” Murrow told Televi­ 
sion Magazine. 
“That they have a great belief 
in the power and future of these 
instruments is certainly the case. 
But if television and radio are to 
be used to entertain all of the 
people all of the time, then we 
have coir.n perilously close to dis­ 
covering the real opiate of the 
people.” 
Murrow believes that popular 
entertainment must c institute a 
substantia’ portion of TV pro­ 
gramming But if the mass ap­ 
peal thesis is carried to an ex­ 
treme, he feels that the prestige 
of the medium will be lowered— 
and even its commerci.il credibil­ 
ity will suffer. 
“Perhaps the answer is that so 
called public service programming 
has got to get better,” he said. 
“It must be done with more 
imagination, and achieve greater 
appeal I think it can be done.”

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Your Own Private War Is Best, but City Will Help 
~ 
Mosquitoes Bothering You? 


If the mosquitoes are worrying 
you, you don’t have to wait for 
someone to do something about it; 
you can do it yourself.. , .and, in 
all probability, you'll get better re 
suits. 
At least, that’s the way John 
Todd, the county sanitarian, and 
James F. Parkinson, the c i t y 
manager, look at it. 
This doesn't mean there will not 
be an official war on them; rath­ 
er, it means the results can be at 
tamed quicker and more directly 
through a personal war. 
Parkinson said the city has no 
appropriation for “ fogging" the al­ 
leys and weed patches with mos­ 
quito-killing spray. This w o u l d 
bring only temporary relief, any­ 
way, he said. Besides, he pointed 
out, there have been complain t a 
that the “fogging" was worse than 
the mosquitoes for hay fever and 
asthma sufferers. 
• • • 
HOWEVER, the city does have 
tome little capsules filled with a 
•olution of DDT and benzinehexo- 
chloride which will be dropped in 
the catchbasins to kill mosqui t o 
larvae. This treatm ent would be in­ 
effective right now with water rush­ 
ing through the drainage system. 
Parkinson explained that the only 
time the catchbasin treatm ent has 
any effect on the mosquito popula­ 
tion is when the water is standing 
in the basins. 
Since, there is not much that 


can be done with a general offi­ 
cial attack in extremely w e t 
weather, such as thai of the last 
few weeks Todd emphasized that 
the best way to get at them is 
i through individual efforts right 
at home. 
Todd admitted the Department of 
Health has had “ many inquiries" 
c o n c c r ning mosquitoes. From 
these, he said, it appears that some 
sections of the city have a bigger 
infestation than others; some sec­ 
tions, he said, appear to be vir 
tually free of the biting little pests 


Accidents 


FOR THE individual war, to be 
carried on until the official war 
can get under way, Todd suggest­ 
ed eight methods of attack: 
(1) Drain all standing water; 
(2) Fill depressions in the ground 
that hold water; 
(3) Apply kerosene or No. 2 fuel 
oil to collections of ground water 
that cannot ue eliminated by drain­ 
age, s u c h as stagnant ditch e s, 
privy pits and the like; 
(4) 
Eliminate 
everything 
that 
holds rain water, such as tin cans, 
Pl- tires, buckets, jars and bottles; 
(5) Keep roof gutters 
free of 
trash, such as tree leaves, a n d 
maintain them in such a manner j 
that they do not sag and hold wa- j 
ter; 
(6) Drain existing troughs, bird | 
baths, flower vases and o t h e r ’ 
unprotected water containers once j 
a week. These containers should be j 
allowed to dry thoroughly before i 
refilling. 
(7) Containers used to save rain j 
water should be covered with very 
fine mesh wire screens. 
(8) Apply residual sprays of 5 
per cent DDT or other approv e d 


chemicals to outbuildings, porches 
screens and the like. This method 
of mosquito control merely kills or 
drives off the insects there at the 
time of spraying, giving only tem 
porary relief from adult mosqui 
toes. 
* • • 
THE MOST important thing to 
remember in the war on mosqui 
toes, Todd said, is that they breed 
only in water. Eliminate the stag­ 
nant water, he stressed, and the 
mosquitoes will be eliminated. 
There is a mistaken belief, he 
com melded, that mosquitoes breed 
in grass, hedges and weeds because 
they often take refuge in s u c h 
places in the daytime. 
There are 
many 
species 
of 
mosquitoes, the sanitarian said, 
and the distances they fly from 
their breeding places vary with 
the species and weather condi­ 
tions. Most seldom travel f a r 
from their breeding places, un­ 
less they are carried by the wind. 
The male mosquito, Todd said, 
does not bite. But the female must 
have a blood meal before her eggs 
will hatch and for this reason she 
sometimes will have to travel fur­ 
ther to find animals or humans to 
satisfy this need.

New Penalty System 
Measure May Need 
Official Ruling 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio (An—Officials 
are wondering today if it might 
take a ruling b> the attorney gen­ 
eral to determine the effective 
date of Ohio’s new penalty point 
system for motorists who violate 
traffic laws. 
Statehouse attorneys apparently 
disagree on the effective date. 
Senate clerk Thomas E. Bate­ 
man, an attorney, says legisla 
tile rules make it clear the act 
became operative 
when 
Gov. 
C. William O’Neill signed it last 
Saturday. 
But Sen. Gordon Renner, a Cin­ 
cinnati attorney and former House 
speaker, 
isn’t 
so 
sure. 
Renner 
says 
the Ohio 
Constitution 
re­ 
quires two separate votes in each 
house on emergency laws to make 
tnem effective upon signing by the 
governor. 
The point system law passed last 
week on the 
Legislature’s 
final 
adjournment day as an emergen­ 
cy rn*? sure, to make it effective 
without waiting for expiration of 
the 90-day period required for reg­ 
ular enactments.

THE HOUSE, with only

opposition, took separate votes on 
the bill and the emergency clause. 
Senators on a ingle roll call voted 
unanimously for the measure that 
assesses 
most 
traffic

within two years 
gives courts the right to suspend 
driving licenses for up to a year. 
State Motor Vehicle Registrar 
George C. Braden already has 
started assessing points against 
violators reported by c o u r t s 
since last Saturday.

If the mosquitoes are worrying 
you, you don’t have to wait for 
someone tu do something about it; 
you can do it yourself... ..and, in 
all probability, you'll get better re­ 
sults. 
At least, that’s the way John 
Todd, the county sanitarian, and 
James F. Parkinson, the c i t y 
manager, look at it. 
This doesn’t mean there will not 
be an official war on them; rath­ 
er, it means the results can be at­ 
tained quicker and more directly 
through a personal war. 
Parkinson said the city has no 
appropriation for “fogging” the al­ 
leys and weed patches with mos­ 
quito-killing spray. This w o u l d 
bring only temporary relief, any­ 
way, he said. Besides, he pointed 
out, there have been complain t s 
that the “fogging” was worse than 
the mosquitoes for hay fever and 
asthma sufferers. 
• • • 
HOWEVER, the city does have 
some little capsules filled with a 
solution of DDT and benzinehexo- 
chloride which will be dropped in 
the catchbasins to kill mosqui t o 
larvae. This treatment would be in­ 
effective right now with water rush­ 
ing through the drainage system. 
Parkinson explained that the only 
time the catchbasin treatment has 
any effect on the mosquito popula­ 
tion is when the water is standing 
in the basins.

cial attack in extremely w e t 
weather, such as thai of the last 
few weeks. Todd emphasized that 
the best way to get at them is 
through individual efforts right 
at home. 
Todd admitted the Department of 
Health has had “many inquiries” 
I c o n c e r mng mosquitoes. From 
these, he said, it appears that some 
sections of the city have a bigger 
infestation than others; some sec­ 
tions, he said, appear to be vir­ 
tually free of the biting little pests. 
* « • 
FOR THE individual war, to be 
carried on until the official war 
can get under way, Todd suggest­ 
ed eight methods of attack: 
(1) Drain all standing water; 
(2) Fill depressions in the ground 
that hold water; 
(3) Apply kerosene or No. 2 fuel 
oil to collections of ground water 
that cannot be eliminated by drain­ 
age, s u c h as stagnant ditch e a, 
privy pits and the like; 
(4) 
Eliminate everything that 
holds rain water, such as tin cans, 
olJ tires, buckets, jars and bottles; 
(5) Keep roof gutters 
free of 
trash, such as tree leaves, a n d 
maintain them in such a manner 
that they do not sag and hold wa­ 
ter; 
(6) Drain existing troughs, bird 
baths, flower vases and o t h e r 
unprotected water containers once 
a week. These containers should be 
allowed to dry thoroughly before 
refilling. 
(7) Containers used to save rain 
water should be covered with very 
fine mesh wire screens. 
(8) Apply residual sprays of 5 
per cent DDT or other approv e d 


chemicals to outbuildings, porches 
screens and the like. This method 
of mosquito control merely kills or 
drives off the insects there at the 
time of spraying, giving only tern 
porary relief from adult mosqui 
toes. 
• • • 
THE MOST important thing to 
remember in the war on mosqui 
toes, Todd said, is that they breed 
only in water. Eliminate the stag­ 
nant water, he stressed, and the 
mosquitoes will be eliminated. 
There is a mistaken belief, he 
commented, that mosquitoes breed 1 
in grass, hedges and weeds because 
they often take refuge in s u c h 
places in the daytime. 
There are 
many 
species of 
mosquitoes, the sanitarian said, 
and the distances they fly from 
their breeding places vary with 
the species and weather condi­ 
tions. Most seldom travel f a r 
from their breeding places, un­ 
less they are carried by the wind. 
The male mosquito, Todd said, 
does not bite. But the female must 
have a blood meal before her eggs 
will hatch and for this reason she 
sometimes will have to travel fur­ 
ther to find animals or humans to 
satisfy this need.

Effective Date 
Of Points Law 
Under Question 


New Penalty System 
Measure May Need 
Official Ruling 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio UB-Officials 
are wondering today if it might 
take a ruling b> the attorney gen­ 
eral to determ ine' the effective 
date of Ohio’s new penalty point 
system for motorists who violate 
traffic laws. 
Statehouse attorneys apparently 
disagree on the effective date. 
Senate clerk Thomas E. Bate­ 
man, an attorney, says legisla­ 
tive rules [iiake it clear the act 
became operative 
when 
Gov. 
C. William O’Neid signed it last 
Saturday. 
But Sen. Gordon Renner, a Cin­ 
cinnati attorney and former House 
speaker, isn’t so sure. 
Renner 
says 
the Ohio Constitution, 
re­ 
quires two separate votes in each 
house on emergency laws to make 
1 tnem effective upon signing by the 
governor. 
The point system law passed last 
week on the 
Legislature’s 
final 
adjournment day as an emergen­ 
cy mersure, to make it effective 
without waiting for expiration of 
the 90-day period required for reg­ 
ular enactments. 
» • • 
THE HOUSE, with only token 
opposition, took separate votes on 
the bill and the emergency clause. 
Senators on a .ingle roll call voted 
unanimously for the measure that 
assesses 
most 
traffic 
violators 
from two to six points for each 
conviction 
or 
bond 
forfeiture. 
Twelve points within two years 
gives courts the right to suspend 
driving licenses for up to a year. 
State Motor Vehicle Registrar 
George C, Braden already has 
started assessing points against 
violators reported by c o u r t s 
since last Saturday. 
If the law is operative as an 
emergency, the points will stick, 
attorneys say. But if it doesn’t 
become operative for 90 days be­ 
cause of the single Senate vote, 
they say the points assessed dur­ 
ing that period might be chal­ 
lenged successfully in court. 
Although the new law repealed 
a statute requiring courts to note 
violations on the backs of driver 
licenses, 
judges 
in 
Columbus, 
Springfield, Warren, 
Toledo and 
other cities said they will continue 
to make the entries. 
If the point system law now is 
in, effect., some attorneys claim 
judges lack authority to mark the 
licenses of offenders. 
They 
say 
such notations could be success­ 
fully challenged in a higher court.
